Milledgeville, Ga., April 8.—(Special.) 
The state farm cotton was not sold, as 
scheduled today. Buyers who were 
here refused to bid on ij Colonel R. 
E. Davison, chairman @ the prison 
commission, and JwijgmgyPatterson, a 
member of the con “¢sion, came to 
the state farm toda: and met several 
cotton buyers, who met there to bid 
on the five hundred and seventy-three 
bales, it having been advertised that 
the prison commissioners would receive 
bids on Monday, April 8 The prison 
farm made a remarkably large crop 
of cotton this past geason, and as it 
was ginned, the state having no ware- 
house, it was piled by Superintendent 
Burke in the fleld adjoining the gin. 
lt Was put up from the ground on 
logs and turned over from time 
time to Keep it from being injured, 
but the severity of the past winter has 
made it very difficult to care for it. 

L. A. Hall, of the Macon agency of 
J, kK. Latham, says the cotton was not 
Sampled and presented, as it lay 
stretched out over the field, a very 
damaged appearance, and upon exam- 
ining four or five bales he considered 
it unmarketable in its present condi- 
tion and he could not afford to bid on 
it. He thinks that it will have to be 
picked, every bale, and probably re- 
baled and jacked before it 'mer- 
chantable, and that will entail con- 
siderable loss, 5

When the Passer-By,

Nashville, Tenn., April &.—(Special.) 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of the 
State College of Agriculture of Georgia, 
was the chief speaker today at the 
conference of the section of the South- 
ern Commerctal Congress which dis- 
cussed extension: teaching in -agricul- 
ture in the south. He spoke on “Exten- 
sicn Teaching and Agricultural De- 
velopment,” with special reference to 
the, work as prosecuted in Georgia.
